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Statement of Suzanne F. Colbert 

On June 23, 1990, around noon, Johnny Ray Marshall came to me and stated that 
some of the Explorers were concerned about Chris Scott. He stated that some 
of the boys had come to him about Chris getting to close to them and they were 
uncomfortable about it. They didn't want him sleeping in the same room with 
them. 1 told Johnny, we would take a took at the sleeping arrangements that 
night and make changes if we had to. 

A short while later Howard Cook came and stated that some of the boys had said 
that Chris told them that he (Chris) might be bisexual and that he was confused. 
I told Howard we would talk to Chris and find out what was going on when we 
got back from the next competition that we had to go to. 
At approximatelty 5:30 to 6:30PM Howard came to my room and told me that we 
had a very big problem and to sit down. He then told me that Chris had 
sexually fpri ^ ^jv : ;^A ' ^^^l on Thursday night, Friday morning at 

around 2:00AM in room 418 at the Comfort Inn in Clemson, SC where we were all 
staying. Howard said that Chris had made the other 4 boys that were staying 
in the room leave. At this point we went back up to Howard's room and had 
Chris come to that room (410). 

Present in the room were Johnny Ray Marshall, Rodney Gonzalez, Howard Cook and 
myself. As soon as Chris was brought in we told him to sit in a chair and I 
read him his rights from a Miranda card. Chris got upset and asked what he 
did. We told him that we knew everything about what he had done to the other 
boys and to tell us in his own words what he had done, when he had done it and 
how he had done it. 

I am not sure in exactly what order of events that Chris admitted to and 
confessed to the assaults, but I will try to put them in the order as he stated 
them. 

Chris stated that sometime in early April when fcan i m i if was taking him home he 
had him pull over behind a gas station on either Farrow or Fontaine Rd. He 
then coerced, and intimidated into allowed him (Chris) to unzip his

Chris said that he told Ifc+JU l if he ever told anyone, he would hurt him.

"blow-job". Chris said he put a blindfold on Kail and got out of the car to 
"get the girl". Chris then stated that he waited a few minutes a nd him self 
returned to the car and car jgja "blow-job". Chris stated that real i zed 
after it was over that Chris had done it. Chris said he told not to ever 
tell anyone or he would get back at him. 
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Chris stated he used intimidation, threats and scare tactics against the boys to 
keep them from telling anyone what happened. He said he also told them that 
he was very confused about himself. He told the boys that he thought he was 
a bisexual. Chris talked to the other boys individually and used the same 
lines and tactics with all of them. 

Chris told us about assaulting |4imMMtffit| wh i 1 e he was staying at ^^JjjL. ■> mm g 

apartment at Ravenwood. Chris stated that he had ca 1 1 ^3 and ask him 
if he could come over and stay at the apartment the night before Easter. jjBjjcS 
came over- Chris said that after ||jijhad gone to bed he and fcrSl were talking 
and Chris told Bjjffl that he had a girl coming over to give him fcsrfEl a 

"blow-job". *Chris told pgffl that he needed to wear a blindfold or she wouldn't 
do it, Chris then put a blindfold on |K9|and left the room. Chris said he 
returned to the room, sat down on the bed and gave||H| a "blow-job" himself. 
Halfway through Chris said that fcS^pu lied off the blindfold and made him stop. 

Chris said he them told |§gj| that he was confused, the he thought he was bi- 
sexual and not to tell anyone "or else.

Chris stated that he attempted to get jCaagg^l in a car one night, but that at 
that po i nt became upset and punched Chris and told him to 
leave him alone. Chris told him not to ten anyone, because he was very con- 
fused and thought he was bisexual. 

Chris told us of another incident with | gj|i^ J behind a building. He grabbed 
i i lg^gjgjl and told him that he could never tell anyone or else he would hurt him. 
Chris told us that he forced four of the boys staying at the Comfort Inn in 
room 418 on the 22nd of Gune at 2:00AM to leave. Staying in the room were

Chris told them all to get out. Chris said he acted mad and just 
told them to leave. When all the boys except ^g§|» had ie ft, Chris proceeded 
to get on the bed with p^wa^ , telling him "its only this time, no one will 
know, I don't want to hurt you". Chris then took|b ^ ^ ^ shirt off and removed 
his ttL ; J ) pants. Chris then held down and gave him a "blow-job". 

Chris said I I got so upset that he threw up before Chris could finish. 
Chris then cleane d up par t of the mess. Chris said he then sat on top of 
H^^Jand forced | |to give Chris a "blow-job". Chris said that he 
threatened B5S%M not to tell anyone about what happened.

scared. I told them to go into their rooms and stay their and that we were 
having some serious problems with Chris Scott. After they left, the boys 
approached me and said they didn't want Chris Scott in the same room with them. 
They continued to say that they have a lot of problems with Chris Scott. I 
advised them that the problem was being taken care of and also told them to 
ignore Chris Scott if he confronts them. 

I then knocked on the boys room door to find out where Chris was. Chris 
answered the door. As I walked into the room, Chris Scott asked me what was 
going on. He also said that some of the others were not talking to him. I 
explained to Chris Scott that if he was having problems with the others, he 
should talk to Suzanne Colbert. At this time he went over to the girls room 
looking for Suzanne Colbert. Suzanne Colbert answered the door and Chris Scott 
and I walked in. Chris Scott sat on the bed with Suzanne Colbert and I sat in 
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the chair behind Chris Scott. Chris Scott talked to Suzanne about some of the 
problems. Suzanne Colbert and Chris Scott talked for a few minutes. After the 
talk Chris Scott left and I stayed behind. After the door closed behind Chris 
Scott I told Suzanne that the boys were ignoring Chris for a reason. I also 
told Suzanne Colbert she needs to talk to Howard Cook and Gonzalez about a 
certain problem with Chris Scott. 

As we walked out the door she told all the Explorers to go to the van for 
a cookout we "were supposed to be at. When Suzanne and I walked into room 410, 
Howard Cook asked Suzanne Colbert to sit down. Suzanne asked Howard Cook if it 
was bad news. Howard Cook and Gonzalez then began telling Suzanned Colbert about 
what was going on. Howard Cook said that on Oune 21st in the boy's room, Chris

Suzanne thansaid she didn't want Chris Scott around anybody. She also said 
she wanted to confront Chris Scott about the incident. Suzanne Colbert said 
their wasn't going to be any cookout and that they wanted everybody in their 
rooms. Suzanne Colbert told me to go down stairs and tell everyone to go to 
their rooms and also to bring Chris Scott up to room 410 at 7pm. I then went 
down stairs and told everybody to go to their rooms until one of the adivisors 
came to get them. I then told Chris Scott to stay with me. Chris asked why and 
I told him that Suzanne Colbert, Howard Cook and Gonzalez wanted to talk to you 
about some of the things you did wrong in some of the events. I told Chris Scott 
to wait here with me while the others went inside. Chris Scott and I waited 
outside until 7pm and then proceeded to room 410. 

As Chris Scott and I walked in room 410, Chris Scott was placed in a chair. 
Suzanne Colbert pulled out her Miranda card and read to Chris Scott his Miranda 
Rights During the whole time his rights was being read to him, he kept saying - 
"Whats going on, What did I do." After reading him his rights, Suzanne Colbert 
asked Chris Scott if he understand his rights. Chris Scott's reply was "Whats 
going on, What did I do". Suzanne Colbert again asked Chris if he understood 
his rights and she further stated answer yes or no. Chris Scott said "Yes". 
Suzanne Colbert then asked Chris Scott if he would like to have a lawyer present 
or if he would like to talk to us now. Chris Scott's reply was "1 want to tell 
you what happended". Howard Cook then asked Chris Scott wha^idhe know. Chris 
Scott explained in great detail about the incident with f^.T . jM tnat 
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happened i rB ^y»w ^^ about another incident with some other 

Explorers that took place in Richland County's jurisdiction off of Fontaine or 
Farrow Road i n l*^*^^^^ car . He said that he asked two boys to help him 

hold down another boy while he gave him a Blow Job. Chris Scott said that he 
told the boys that if they didn't comply, they would be next. The boys then 
held the arms and legs of one boy while Chris Scott gave him Blow Job in loss! 
j ^ l fl l iflrw i ii^^TB car . 

After h<5 told us this incident, someone knocked at the door. Answering the 
door, it was Vicki, the advisor for Charleston County Sheriff's Department. She 
asked to speak to Suzanne Colbert. Suzanne Colbert stepped out in the hallway 
with Vicki for a couple of minutes and came back in. When Suzanne Colbert came 
in she told me that an advisor is needed downstairs for an advisors meeting in 
regards to a problems with High Risk Car Stop. She asked if I could go and I 
told her I would. I then grabbed a pencil and notebook and went downstairs to 
the advisors meeting. 

After the meeting, I returned back upstairs and noticed several of the 
explorers were outside. I asked them what was going on. One of them replied 
that Gonzalez was in room 410 with Chris Scott and that Suzanne Colbert and 
Howard Cook were in the girl's room with fe^f"i»g w| B |l g^. They also said that 
they were very hungry and needed something to eat, I told them I would talk to 
Suzanne Colbert about getting the van so we can get something. I knocked on the 
girl's room door and was let in by Suzanne Colbert. Once inside, I asked 
Suzanne Colbert how did everything go. She said that they have talked to the 
Captain by phone. She also said that the local police was notified and was 
responding to take a report. I then asked for the keys to the van to take the 
others to dinner. Suzanne gave me the keys and their was a knock at the door. 
Suzanne opened the door and two police officers and an investigator walked in. 
At this time I walked out to take everyone to dinner. 

On my return, I asked Suzanne Colbert how everything went and she said the 
officers took Chris Scott into custody and he will be in jail until someone bails 
hime out. I gave the keys to the van back to Suzanne Colbert and went back into 
my room.
